He was not needed, b ut his 
pitiful story of poverty aud his honest face 
won the sym pathy of Haskin, and he told 
him to b e on hand at 7 o’clock that evening- 
Maroney was punctual, and after working 
two hours sat down upon an air pipe to wait 
for more cars. 
He uttered a single groan, 
fell forward upon the wet ground and w nf 
dead. 
His b ody was stripped, and a red 
m ark on the elb ow was the only sign of in­ 
jury. 
In sitting down he rested his elb ow 
on the electric light wire which lights a thou 
sand lamps, and the dampness of his cloth­ 
ing from perspiration and the dripping w a­ 
ter made it a powerful conductor. 


J u stice steps aside in New Y ork while the 
b ench dab b les in politics. 
The ink of Gov. 
H ill’s signature to the Police Justices’ b ill 
had hardly b ecome dry yesterday when 
M ayor G rant appointed as one of the new 
Justices Daniel F. McMahon. The appointee 
has b een a clerk of some court, b ut was not 
suspected of possessing judicial qualities. 
But there was a clerk to elect for the Essex 
M arket court, and Boss Power, him self one of 
the Justices, had^planned to re-elect John F, 
Ahern, County Democrat. 
The “ Counties” 
had six of the Justices, while Tam m any had 
three and the Repub licans two. 
Six votes 
would have elected Ahern liefore McMahon 
was appoiuted, b ut after that event seven 
were required. 
The Board met and Alieru 
received six votes and was defeated. 
The 
election now goes over until G rant has time 
to appoint the three rem aining Justices pro­ 
vided for in the b ill. The M ayor’s game also 
defeats the plan of the “ C ounties” to elect 
Thomas Costigan of the City Reco rd Clerk of 
the Court of Special Sessions. 


T h e storm of yesterday afternoon, which 
spent itself in a gentle and most welcome rain 
in this city, caused havoc elsewhere.

Several trees were 
b lown down, a b oy’s 
leg was b roken b y the fall of a fence 
upon him, and a woman was lifted and 
carried ten feet. 
The storm was equally se­ 
vere in Brooklyn. 
In Chadwick, N. J., a 
girl named T ruax was killed b y lightning. 
In Newark aud Orange trees and signs were 
b lown down, and houses in process of erec­ 
tion b adly wrecked. In Philadelphia a young 
lady was picked up b odily and hurled through 
a window. 
There was a panic at the P hila­ 
delphia b ase b all club s grounds, and several 
women fainted and were.tram pled upon. 
A t 
Easton a wom an and b oy were killed b y a 
falling sign. 
Reading, Pittsb urg and Scran­ 
ton were also b adly shuken up. 
T he storm 
reached W ashington, enveloping the city in 
darkness and b lowing dowu the telegraph 
wires.

chimney down.

8,000 people were under them. A half dozen 
perform ers were b adly hurt, and the antelope 
killed.

ported on nearly all the railroads leading into 
the City. 
The lowlands along the Ohio River 
wetc flooded, and numerous farm s were 
washed out. 
The storin was accompanied 
b y a rem arkab le electrical display. 
Several 
houses were struck b y lightning on Mount 
W ashington. 
Frederick 
Ilipplcy’s 
glass 
b ottle factory and a stab le in which there 
were 16 cows and two horses were destroyed. 
The storm lasted three hours and the rain 
fall was three inches. 
Dispatches from sur­ 
rounding towns in Western Pennsylvania, 
Eastern Ohio and W est Virginia report great 
damage trom the storm. 
Tw6 childhin of 
Conrad Schafer; aged five and seven years, 
of Spring 
Garden 
b orough, 
north 
of 
Allegheny, were swept away b y the flood, 
and their parents narrowly escaped. 
Their 
house is located near Butcher’s Run. 
W hen 
the b anks overflowed last night the house 
was moved from its foundation and the 
lamily sought shelter under some trees.

girls, were caught b y the current and carried 
away. 
Mrs. Schaefer b ecame so frantic on

a fence. 
This raoruing East-street and Mad- 
ison-avenue, in the Butchers’ ftun District, 
were complete wrecks, wliile the numb erless 
cross streets are filled wirh d eb ris. 
Cars were 
lying on the tracks, completely hemmed iu 
b y planting and rub b ish. 
The water rose so 
fast that the residents feared a repetition of 
the disaster of 
1874, and

as 
the first shock passed away, and the terri­ 
fied inhab itants caught their b reath, they 
immediately made preparations to vacate 
their premises. 
Many slaughter houses were 
flooded w ith dirty water and ooze and the 
stocks of meat were destroyed.

struction come from Sawmill Run, W oods 
Run, Charities Valley, the W est End, South 
Side, Pleasant Valley and Lnwrenceville.

The Mayor’s game also 
defeats the plan of the “ Counties ” to elect 
Thomas Costigan of the City Record Clerk of 
the Court of Special Sessions.

Several trees were blown down, a boy’s 
leg was broken by the fall of a fence 
upon him, and a woman was lifted and 
carried ten feet. 
The storm was equally se­ 
vere in Brooklyn. 
In Chadwick, N. J., 
girl named Truax was killed by lightning. 
In Newark and Orange trees and signs were 
blown down, and houses in process of erec 
tion badly wrecked. In Philadelphia a young 
]ady was picked up bodily and hurled through 
a window. 
There was a panic at the Phila­ 
delphia base ball clubs grounds, and several 
women fainted and were.trampled upon.

Easton a woman and hoy were killed by a 
falling sign. 
Reading, Pittsburg and Scran­ 
ton were also badly shaken up. 
Tbe storm 
reached Washington, enveloping the city in 
darkness and blowing down the telegraph 
wires.

chimney down. 
At Williamsport, P a., Bar- 
num ’s circus tents were blown down while 
8,000 people were under them. A half dozen 
performers were badly hurt, and the antelope 
killed.

A four-story frame house and three 
three-story frame houses were blown down.

T h e s t o r m i ñ P e n n s y l v a n i a .

PiTrfiBURO, May 11.—The heaviest rain 
storih since the memorable cloud-burst of 
1874, when Dearly 200 people lost their lives 
in the Butcher and Saw Mill Run districts, 
passed over this City about 11 o’clock last 
night. 
The rain fell in torrents, and in a few 
minutes the streets were converted into small 
rivers, cellars were flooded in all parts of tbe 
City, and the Fifth-avenue cable cars were 
stopped by the water getting to the Wasbing- 
ton-strcet power house. 
Land slides are re­ 
ported on nearly all the railroads leading into 
the City. 
The lowlands along the Ohio River 
were flooded, and numerous farms were 
washed out. 
The storm was accompanied 
by a remarkable electrical display. 
Several 
bouses were struck by lightning on Mount 
Washington. 
Frederick 
Hipplcy’s 
glass 
bottle factory and a stable in which there 
were 16 cows and two horses were destroyed. 
The storm lasted three hours and the rain 
fall was three inches. 
Dispatches from sur­ 
rounding towns in Western Pennsylvania, 
Eastern Ohio and W est Virginia report great 
damage from the storm. 
Tw6 cliildYhn of 
Conrad Schafer, aged five and seven years, 
of Spring Garden 
borough, 
north 
of 
Allegheny, were swept away by the flood, 
and their parents narrowly escaped. 
Their 
house is located near Butcher’s Run. 
W hen 
the hanks overflowed last night the house 
was moved from its foundation and the 
lamily sought shelter under some trees. 
In 
running out of the house the children, both 
girls, were caught by the current and carried 
away. 
Mrs. Schaefer became so frantic on 
seeing her children in tlie run that she got in 
the

and 
was 
almost 
drowned.

believed Mrs. Shaefer will die. 
Two other 
children in the family were saved. 
One boy, 
17 years of age, who had bis leg broken two 
weeks ago in a factory, was compelled to re­ 
main in the house. 
Another boy escaped 
from the house, and was saved by holding to 
a fence. 
This moruing East-street and Mad- 
ison-avenue, in the Butchers’ ftun District, 
were complete wrecks, while the numberless 
cross streets are filled with debri». 
Cars were 
ig on the tracks, completely hemmed in 
by planting and rubbish. 
The water rose so 
fast that the residents feared a repetition of 
the disaster of 
1874, and 
as 
soon 
as 
the first shock passed away, and the terri­ 
fied inhabitants caught their breath, they 
immediately made preparations to vacate 
their premises. 
Many slaughter houses were 
flooded with dirty water and ooze and the 
stocks of meat were destroyed. 
Tales of de­ 
struction come from Sawmill Run, Woods 
Run, Charities Valley, the West End, South 
Side, Pleasant Valley and Lnwrenceville. 
The lightning played havoc all night. 
A 
South Side street car caught a holt. 
The 
sengers were stunned but not seriously 
hurt. 
Telegraph and telephone wires were 
deranged throughout 
a large 
section of 
country. 
Tbe bodies of two men, victims of 
last night’s flood, were found this morning, 
making four deaths repotted. 
Tbe remains 
of John Dougherty were discovered at the 
mouth of a culvert at W ood’s Run wedged 
between some logs. He left his home shortly 
after midnight to see how high tbe water was 
and was struck and carried away by a bridge 
which had been swept from its foundations, 
He was 52 years old and married.

At the Clerk’s otllce 
his discharge papers wt re made out and he 
answered the usual questions. 
He gave his 
age as 70 years, said he had a common school 
education and he lind never been in prison 
•efure. 
He was «ingle, liad no parents liv­ 
ing and was the father of elsht children. 
W hen the Clerk asked, “ What is your re­ 
ligion?’’ lie replied, “ P uritan.” When lie en­ 
tered the prison he said his health was fair and 
Hint it was 
now good. 
Eight 
minutes 
were consumed in the formal examination of 
Fish and his companions. 
They then passed 
dowu the front steps of the prison a td out 
the gate, Fish in the lead. 
The gate-keeper 
did not swing the ponderous gate on its 
hinges until a voice from a window in the 
Clerk’s office shouted : “ They are all right,” 
and then the key was turned and the trio 
passed through into the street and to liberty.

May 11.—The 
United States cruiser Charleston was pre­ 
vented by the fog yesterday from attem pting 
the four-hour run prescribed by the Govern­ 
ment, but it put to sea during the afternoon, 
and attained aft estimated speed of about 17 
knots, with its propellers m aking about 101 
revolutions a minute. It has been determined 
to run over a course of about 80 miles,extend­ 
ing from Point Conception south to a point 
below Ventura in order to accurately deter­ 
mine the distance covered apart from the rec­ 
ords made hv the log of the ship. 
The mem­ 
bers of the Naval Board watched the conduct 
of the cruiser from the bridges and from the 
free board fore and aft, while others noted 
the record, made by log indications.

the announcement was made that the ship 
was moving at ihe rate of 17 knots per hour 
it was regarded as improbable, as it exceeded 
the highest hopes entertained for the cruiser.

No official test could he made of 
the speed, and it will not go on record.

THE B A LD KNO B B E R S. 


If Bald Knobism has not received its qui­ 
etus in Missouri, it is not because the gallows 
there is lacking in terrors. 
The men hanged 
at Ozark yesterday were good men according 
to the Missouri standard, and church mem­ 
bers. 
They undertook to regulate the evils 
of tociety in much the same manner as the 
W hite Caps of Indiana. 
The organization 
had its rise in Taney county in the wildest 
part of Missouri, where the laws had been 
imperfectly administered. 
Their first act 
was the lynching of Frank and Tubal Turner 
for the murder of a whole family named 
Dickinson. 
The people who did this work 
called themselves Regulators, but when the 
order planted itself in the adjoining county« 
of Christian the name of “ Bald Knobbers” 
was assumed. 
Of this band Dave Walker, 
belter known as “ Bull Creek D a ve,” one of 
the men hanged yesterday, was chosen leader. 
This 
was 
in 
1885. 
All 
new 
comers 
were 
invited 
to 
become memliers 
of 
the 
order, 
and 
it 
was 
not 
popular thing to decline. 
The initiation 
of a new member was a blood curdling cere 
mony, usually performed in a lonely wood or 
ravine. 
The penalty for violation of the 
oath of membership was death, ftnd the grim 
determination of the leaders caused the oath 
to be respected. 
The leaders were advocates 
of religion and temperance, and a part of 
their work was the raiding of saloons and 
the destruction of the liquors found therein 
Dave Walker was a church exhorter and 
temperance lecturer. 
The trouble which eventuated in the hang­ 
ings yesterday had a religious origin. 
One 
Sunday early in 1887 J ohn Evans was g uilty 
of some misbehavior in church. 
A few 
nights afterwards the pious Bald Knobbers 
went to Evans’s house and whipped him. 
A 
neighbor of Evans, an old man named Edens 
interfered, and was himself severely whipped. 
Edens afterwards publicly denounced the Bald 
Knobbers. On the night of March 11, 1887, 
twenty-six members of the band surrounded 
Edens’ house and fired into it, killing youn< 
W illiam Edens and a brother-in-law named 
Charles Matthews and leaving J ames Edens 
on the floor for dead. 
In less than forty- 
eight hours Chief Dave Walker, J ohn Mat 
thews and his nephew W iley Matthews were 
prisoners in jail, and William Walker, the 
son of Dave, was caught a few days later 
The two Walkers and the two Matthews 
were tried and sentenced to be hanged on the 
18th of May, 1888. 
J ohn and 
W iley Mat. 
thews escaped from 
jail before 
the day 
fixed for their execution, but cold and hunger 
were too severe for J ohn, and he gave him 
self uj). 
Counsel for the prisoners procured 
delays of the execution until yesterday, and 
every possible argument and device to save 
their lives was tried. 
Up to within forty- 
eight hours of the time fixed for the hang­ 
ing. it was universally believed that Gov. 
Francis would commute their sentences. 
The barging w as probably the most bung­ 
ling and cruel performance that ever took 
place in tlie name of the law. 
The fall terri­ 
bly shocked the young man, W illiam Wal­ 
ter, a boy of nineteen, but a giant in weight 
and stature; but the rope broke, and he lay* 
on the ground groaning and w rithing in pain 
and pleading for death. lie was carried luck 
to the scaffold and again dropped through 
the trap and successfully bunged. 
The ropes 
with which David Walker and 
J ohn Mat 
thews were hanged stretched till their feet 
touched the ground, and they were hurriedly 
pulled up and strangled to death. 
The death 
of Dave Walker was almost as horrible as 
that of his son. 
When his feet touched 
the ground the noose slipped over his chin, 
hut a Deputy hauled him up and ' his body 
whirled round and round. 
About fifty per­ 
sons witnessed the revolting spectacle, and 
to-day Sheriff J ohnson of Christian county 
appears to be the most unpopular man in 
Missouri. 
And yet a few hangings out of every gang 
that undertakes 
to 
regulate society 
by 
methods outside of the law would undoubted­ 
ly have a salutary effect. 
The W hite Caps 
are as g uilty of murder as the Bald Knob- 
lters who paid this fearful penalty. 
But 
when their day of retribution comes, may a 
skillful hangman be on hand.

The announcement comes, on authority 
which appears to be reliable, that Superin 
tendent of Public Buildings Andrews, who 
put up the ceiling job against the state with 
Snaith and Sullivan, has got to step dow 
and out. 

Hill was the last one of the 
members of the Board of Trustees of Public 
Buildings to be convinced of his unworthi 
ness; Lieutenant Governor J ones and Speaker 
Cole have been in favor of his removal for 
some time. 
Hill has at last consented to be 
convinced by the report of the Ceiling Inves 
tigating Committee, and at the meeting of the 
Board next Tuesday Andrews will be dis 
missed by unanimous vote. 
It is to be hoped 
that the rascally official will not then l>e al 
lowed to go out of sight. 
Let him 
watched a td followed until he stops behind 
the doors of the state prison for a good ion 
term. 
Since he is in the practice of living 
upon the state, this change in the method of 
supporting him would Ik- cordially approved 
by the tax payers. 
Andrews has an assistant, an Elmira man 
and a henchman of the Governor, who will 
perform the duties of the office from the time 
of Andrews’s departure til! a successor is ap­ 
pointed. 
J ones, who wants to be the next 
Governor, is eager to wrest the position from 
Hill, and will endeavor to make a bargai 
with Cole. 
But the Speaker is wide awake 
to the advantage of his position, and will not 
vote for a Democrat. 
J ones will therefore 
be givpn the alternative of leaving the offic 
in Hill’s hands or uniting with Cole to elect 
a Republican. 
Cole believes that the next 
Superintendent of Public Buildings w ill be 
Republican and an honest man. 


NE GR O DISF R A NCHISE M E NT. 


W illiam L. Royall of Virginia, who wisltcs 
to be elected to the next Congress, gave an 
expression of his views to a reporter yester­ 
day on the race question. 
He declared that 
if he went to Congress lie would 
labor for 
the disfranchisement of the negroes at the 
South. 
He said the white men of the North 
had begun to concede that placing the ballot 
in-tbc hands of the black man was a cruel in­ 
justice to the white people of the South. 
All 
that was necessary, he said, was the repeal of 
the fifteenth amendment, and he believed 
that the South had the basis of a fair trade 
with the North. 
He was willing to give up 
that part of the representation of the South in 
Congress and the electoral college that was 
based on 
the colored population. 
The 
South 
could 
afford 
to 
make 
this 
great 
political 
sacrifice 
because 
there could never he peace in that section 
while the Degro remained a voter. “ It w ill,” 
he declared, “ remain the bad land, the Ireland 
of America lor the next ten thousand years 
if the negro remains a voter that long .” . He 
declared that the white men would never 
consent to be controlled by negroes, a practi 
cal admission that negro suffrage is to be 
suppressed at any cost. 
Mr. 
Oates of Alabama made the same 
proposition a year ago. 
He was willing to 
count out the negro population in apportion­ 
ing the representation. 
But to effect this the 
repeal of the fifteenth amendment is unneces­ 
sary. 
The fourteenth amendment authorizes 
Congress to do this very thing. 
Let Mr. 
Royall convince Congress that the negro is to 
be 
deprived 
forever of his 
suffrage in 
spite of 
the 
fifteenth 
amendment, 
and 
Congress 
will 
obey 
the 
provision 
of the fourteenth, which demands that “ the 
basis of representation therein shall be re­ 
duced in the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shall bear to the whole 
number of male citizens twentv-one years of 
age in the same state." 
Mr. Royall’s proposi­ 
tion would make some astonishing changes 
in the next apportionment, and practically 
wipe out the Democratic party in the next 
Congress. 
But before the bargain that he

THE BALD KNOBBERS.

If Bald Knobism has not received its qui­ 
etus in Missouri, it is not because the gallows 
there is lacking in terrors. The men hanged 
at Ozark yesterday were good men according 
to the Missouri standard, and church mem­ 
bers. They undertook to regulate the evils 
of tociety in much the same manner as the 
White Caps of Indiana. The organization 
had Its rise in Taney county in the wildest 
part of Missouri, where the laws had been 
imperfectly administered. Their first act 
was the lynching of Frank and Tubal Turner 
for the murder of a whole family named 
Dickinson. The people who did this work 
called themselves Regulators, but when the 
order planted itself in the adjoining countya 
of Christian the name of “ Bald Knobbers” 
was assumed. Of this band Dave Walker, 
belter known as “ Bull Creek Dave,’’ one of 
the men hanged yesterday, was chosen leader. 
This was in 1885.

to decline. The initiation 
of a new member was a blood curdling cere 
mony, usually performed in a lonely wood or 
raviuc. The penalty for violation of the 
oath of membership was death, and the grim 
determination of the leaders caused the oath 
to be respected. The leaders were advocates 
of religion and temperance, and a part of 
their work was the raiding of saloons and 
the destruction of the liquors found therein. 
Dave Walker was a church exhorter and 
temperance lecturer. 
The trouble which eventuated in the ban 
ings yesterday had a religious origin. One 
Sunday early in 18S7 John Evans was guilty 
of some misbehavior in church. A few 
nights afterwards the pious Bald Knobbers 
went to Evans’s house and whipped him. A 
neighbor of Evans, an old man named Edens, 
interfered, and was himself severely whipped. 
Edens afterwards publicly denounced the Bald 
Knobbers. On the night of March 11, 1887 
twenty-six members of the band surrounded 
Edens’ house and fired into it, killing young 
William Edens and a brother-in-law uamed 
Charles Matthews and leaving James Edens 
on the floor for dead. In less than forty 
eight hours Chief Dave Walker, John Mat 
thews and his nephew Wiley Matthews were 
prisoners in jail, and William Walker, the 
son of Dave, was caught a few days later 
The two Walkers and the two Matthews 
were tried and sentenced to he hanged on the 
18th of May, 1888. John and Wiley Mat 
thews escaped from jail before the day 
fixed for their execution, but cold and hunger 
were too severe for John, and he gave him 
self up. Counsel for the prisoners procured 
delays of the execution until yesterday, and 
every possible argument and devico to save 
their lives was tried. Up to within forty' 
eight hours of the time fixed for the hang 
ing, it wTas universally believed that Gov 
Francis would commute thoir sentences. 
The barging was probably the most bung 
ling and cruel performance that ever took 
place in the name of the law. The fall terri 
biy shocked the young man, William Wal 
jeer, a boy of nineteen, but a giant in weight 
and stature; but the rope broke, and he lay- 
on the ground groaning and writhing in pain 
and pleading for death. He was carried h ick 
to the scaffold and again dropped through 
the trap and successfully hanged. The ropes 
with which D,avid Walker and John Mat 
thews were hanged stretched till their feet 
touched the ground, and they were hurriedly 
pulled up and strangled to death. The death 
of Dave Walker was almost as horrible i 
that of his son. Wdicn his feet touche 
the ground the noose slipped over his chin 
but a Deputy hauled him up and ' his body 
whirled round and round. About fifty per 
sons witnessed the revolting spectacle, and 
to-day .Sheriff Johnson of Christian county 
appears to be the most unpopular man 
Missouri. 
And yet a few hangings out of every- gan 
that undertakes to regulate society 
methods outside of the law would undoubted 
lyhavca salutary effect. The White Caps 
are as guilty of murder as the Bald Knob 
Ikts who paid this fearful penalty. But 
when their day of retribution comes, may 
skillful hangman be on hand. 


The announcement comes, on authority 
which appears to be reliable, that Superin­ 
tendent of Public Buildings Andrews, who 
put up the ceiling job against the state with 
Snaith and Sullivan, has got to step down 
and out. Gov. Hill was the last one of the 
members of the Board of Trustees of Public 
Buildings to be convinced of his unworthi­ 
ness: Lieutenant Governor Jones and Speaker 
Cole have been in favor of his removal for 
some time. Hill has nt last consented to be 
convinced by the report of the Ceiling Inves­ 
tigating Committee, and at the meeting of the 
Board next Tuesday Andrews will be dis­ 
missed by unanimous vote. It is to be hoped 
that the rascally official will not then be al­ 
lowed to go out of sight. Let him be 
watched and followed until he steps behind 
the doors of the state prison for a good long 
term. Since he is in the practice of living 
upon the state, this change in the method of 
supporting him would be cordially approved 
by the tax payers. 
Andrews has an assistant, an Elmira man 
and a henchman of the Governor, who will 
perform the duties of the office from the time 
of Andrews’s departure till a successor is ap­ 
pointed. Jones, who wants to be the next 
Governor, is eager to wrest the position from 
llill, and will endeavor to make a bargain 
with Cole. But the Speaker is wide awuke 
to the advantage of his position, and will not 
vote for a Democrat. Jones will therefore 
be given the alternative of leaving the office 
in Hill’s hands or uniting with Cole to elect 
a Republican. Cole believes that the next 
Superintendent of Public Buildings will be a 
Republican and an honest man.

William L. Recall of Virginia, who wishes 
to be elected to the Dext Congress, gave an 
expression of his views to a reporter yester 
tlay on the race question. He declared that 
if he went to Congress ha would labor for 
the disfranchisement of the negroes at the 
South. He said the white men of the North 
had begun to concede that placing the ballot 
in-the hands of the black man was a cruel in 
justice to the white people of the South. All 
that was necessary, he said, was the repeal of 
the fifteenth amendment, and he believed 
that the South had the basis of a fair trade 
with the North. He was willing to give up 
that part of the representation of the South in 
Congress and the electoral college that was 
based on the colored population.

He was willing to 
count out the negro population in apportion­ 
ing the representation. But to effect this the 
repeal of the fifteenth amendment is unneces­ 
sary. The fourteenth amendment authorizes 
Congress to do this very thing. Let Mr. 
Koyal) convince Congress that the negro is to 
be deprived forever of his suffrage in 
spite of the fifteenth amendment, and

will 
obey

provision 
of the fourteenth, which demands that “ the 
basis of representation therein shall be re­ 
duced in the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shall bear to the whole 
number of male citizens twentv-one years of 
age in the same state.”

It is a beautiful fish 
In the w ater its colors arc silvery and golden 
Even when lifeless in the fisherman's basket 
its sides spotted with .yclloW, tinged with the 
color of wild test's lin'd showing a blush un 


dem enti* (fib skin that artists envy but can 
hoi produce, make it anobjectof adm iration. 
The trout shows its princely origin by the 
home it selects. 
It seeks the clear crystal 
water and shuns the m urky stream. 
There are few pastimes more fascinating 
than trout-fishing in Ulster Ooud DL 
The 
ideal home of the trout is fn the Catskdl 
Mountains. 
The strterhs have their source 
on the mo.tnUUn tops, thousands of feet 
aliove the level of the sea. and flow pure and 
undbrtled over locky lieds, through primeval 
forests, oftentim es where the rays of 
the 
sun find it hard to penetrate during the sum 
mer. 
There the hush and silence of the 
woods is only broken by the music of the 
rush of waters. 
In these places the brain 
worker finds wonderful relief. 
Ilis nerves 
grow strong, and when he drinks in Iheoftoqe 
of the m ountains his head becomes clear, his 
step elastic, and he finds that ft tram p which 
would exhaust him in the Oily only has tho 
effect of Increasing the appetite and giving 
refreshing sleep. 
The fishing season for trout has opened. 
Fishermen can be seen daily 
with poles, 
lines and baskets on their way to the m oun­ 
tain streams. The question is naturally asked 
by the novice, “ W here aie these streams? 
What mitrt 1 do to find them? W hen I go to 
fish, whal m ust I take with me and what 
must. I do to catch these wary fish ? ” A vet 
erau fisherman of Kingston gives as his ex 
perienee of over JO years, casting a line in 
C'atskill M ountain streams, that the first and 
most im portant thing is a pair of rubber 
boots with leather soles and legs that reach to 
the body. 
T hey are im portant because in 
the m ountain w ater courses a fly cannot he 
thrown to advantage unless the angler wades 
in the stream. 
The w ater is icy cold, and to 
be exposed to it, w ithout this protection, is 
dangerous to health. 
T he leather soles arc 
necessary to protect the feet. 
The bottom of 
the streams are rocky. 
The soles of the 
hoots 
are 
broader 
than 
the 
uppers. 
They 
contain 
large 
nails 
to 
prevent 
slipping 
w hile 
standing 
on 
the 
mossy stones. T hey are known in the m arket 
as “ rubber hip hoots with leather soles.” Af 
ter the hoots have been secured then the ftc- 
gler must select n polo. 
Of these there are 
many. 
Descriptions of them cover pages in 
catalogues. T he prices vary from $1 to $100, 
and even more. 
The most popular pole, per­ 
haps. is a jointed pole, made of lancewood. 
They can he bought as low as $2. 
They 
must lie fitted with a good reel and line, with 
a small hook. 
A liberal supply oi hooks and 
nes must lie 
laid in. 
Hooks are 
apt 
to catch fast in tile brush and driftwood, 
and 
he 
broken 
and 
the 
lines 
lost. 
At this season of the year the angle worm 
is almost invariably used for bait. 
T rout in 
the m ountains are not to he lured by fiies in 
the month of May. 
N ot until June can tho 
fiy lie used to advantage. 
To throw a fiy or 
cast bait the pole should he about 10[ feet in 
length, and the line, well that depends en­ 
tirely upon how far the angler cau throw. 
Only the practiced fisherman can throw a long 
line on the w aters of a trout stream in the 
mountain. 
Some fishermen say that the line 
should he cast up stream, and allowed to float 
lown. 
This is a good rule. 
T rout lie with 
their heads up stream ,and are not likely to see 
the angler and become frightened. 
W hen, 
by tho vibration of the pole, it is found that 
the trout is tak in g the bait, do not be in a 
hurry. 
W ait a few seconds. 
Then with a 
gentle twist of the wrist bank the fish. 
To learn to fish with a fiy the novice should 
ike lessons of the skillful angler. 
It cannot 
be taught theoretically. 
II only comes with 
long practice. 
It- is the most exhilarating 
sport. 
Bait fishing cannot he com pared 
\*iih it. 
Where are the stream s ? 
The trout stream 
nearest this City is in the town of Olive. 
It 
is a creek called the Bushkill which comes 
lown from W atson Hollow and empties into 
the Esopus at Shokan, 14 miles from this 
City. 
Trout are scarce there and it requires 
an expert fisherman to hooft them. 
Yet 
there are trout as has been ptoved by those 
who understand the nature of this coy fish. 
The creek is about six miles in length. 
It is 
hounded for the greater portion of its length 
by the Hanover M ountain on one side and 
High Point on the other. 
A houf two miles 
from Sliokau another stream, known as 
Ketehum Hollow stream , fiows into the Bush- 
kill. 
It source is against the W ittenburg 
Mountain. 
It was once famous for its fish. 
Another stream , which is reached by passing 
through the W atson Hollow Valley and then 
through the “ G u lf,” is the head of the Ron­ 
dout Greek. 
It is a rom antic spot. 
The 
mountains rise to a great height; the Creek 
runs through a deep gorge for several miles, 
and is considered by fishermen a perfect para­ 
dise for angling. 
The head of the Rondout 
has been for years a noted resort for city peo­ 
ple. 
John Burroughs considers it tho most 
delightful place he ever visited. 
His de­ 
scription of it is a beautiful word painting. 
He 
says: 
“ If 
there 
ever 
was 
stream 
cradled 
in 
the 
rocks, 
detained lovingly by them, held and fondled 
in a rocky lap) or tossed in rocky arms, that 
stream is the Rondout. ¡Its course,for several 
miles from its head,is over the stratified rock, 
and into this it has worn a (liannel tlmt pre­ 
sents most striking and ]>cculiar features. 
My eyes had never before beheld such beauty 
in a mountain stream . 
The water was al­ 
most as transparent as the air—was. indeed, 
like liquid air; and as it lay in these wells 
and pits, enveloped in shadow, or lit up by a 
chance ray of the vertical sun, it was a per­ 
petual feast to the eye, so cool, so deep, so 
pure; every reach and pool, like a vast 
spring. 
* 
* 
* 
If I were a trout, I should 
ascend every stream until I found the Ron­ 
dout. 
It is the ideal brook. 
W hat homes 
these fish have,w hat retreats under the rocks, 
what paved or flagged courts and areas, wliat 
crystal depths where no net or suare can 
reach them, no m ud, 
do sediment, but here 
and there in the clefts and seams of the rock 
patches of white gravel, spawning beds ready 
made. 
The tinisiting touch is given by the 
moss with which the rook is everywhere car­ 
peted. Even in the narrow’ groove or channel 
where the water runs the swiftest, the green 
lining is unbroken. 
It sweeps down under 
the stream and up again on the ot her side like 
some firmly-woven texture. 
It softens every 
outline and cushions every stone. 
The trees 
arc kept well back from the margin of the 
stream by the want of soil, and the large ones 
unite their branches far above it, thus form ­ 
ing a high, w inding gallery, along which the 
fisherman passes and makes his long casts 
with scarcely an interruption from branch or 
twig.” 
, 
Descriptions of other trout streams in the 
Catskills will be printed later.

The trout is tile prihc^ of fishes. 
Keen­ 
witted, so iba* ¡I requires great skill on 
the part of 
the angler; it is 
a 
gamy 
fish when hooked, and will fight for its life 
and liberty to the last. 
It is a beautiful fish. 
In the water its colors are silvery and golden- 
Even when lifeless in the fisherman's basket, 
its sides spotted with A’cUoW, tinged with the 
Color of wild rest's Hud showing a blush un- 
dcrncRth die skin that artists envy hut can- 
firA produce, make it nnobjeotof admiration. 
The trout shows its princely origin by the 
home it selects. 
It seeks the clear crystal 
water and shuns the murky stream. 
There are few pastimes more fascinating 
than trout-fishing in Ulster County, 
The 
ideal home of the trout is in the Catskdi 
Mountains. 
The streams have their source 
ou the mo.intftin tops, thousands of feet 
tttove the level of the sea. and tlow pure and 
undefficd over tocky beds, through primeval 
forests, oftentimes where the rays of the 
sun find it hard to penetrate during the sum ­ 
mer. 
There the hush and sileucc of the 
woods is only broken by the music of the 
rush of waters. 
In these places the brain­ 
worker finds wonderful relief. 
Ilis nerves 
trrow strong, and when he drinks in tlieoKoqe 
of the moantains his head becomes cleat, his 
tep elastic, anil he finds that ft trrtmp which 
would exhaust him in the City only has the 
effect of incneasini* Ihe appetite and giving 
refreshing sleep. 
1 he fishing season for trout has opened. 
Gsltermen can he seen daily 
with poles, 
lines and baskets on their way to the momi- 
‘ain streams. The quest ion is naturally asked 
' the novice, “ NV líete ate these streams? 
hat m art I do to find them? W hen I go to 
fish, wind, must I take with me and what 
must I do to catch these wary fish ? ” A vet­ 
eran fisherman of Kingston gives as his ex 
perience of over 30 years, casting a line in 
Catskill Mountain streams, that the first and 
most im portant thing is a pair of rubber 
boots with leather soles and legs that reach to 
the body. 
They are important because in 
the mountain water courses a fly cannot he 
thrown to advantage unless the angler wades 
in tlie stream. 
The water is icy cold, and to 
be exposed to it, without this protection, is 
dangerous to health. 
The leather soles arc 
necessary to protect the feet. 
The bottom of 
the streams are rocky. 
The soles of the 
toots 
arc 
broader 
than 
the 
uppers. 
They 
contain 
large 
nails 
to 
prevent 
slipping 
while 
" standing 
on 
the 
tuossy stones. They are knowu in the market 
as “ rubber hip boots with leather soles.” A l­ 
ter the boots have been secured then the an­ 
gler must select a pole. 
Of these there are 
many. 
Descriptions of them cover pages in 
catalogues. The prices vary from .$1 to $100, 
and even more. 
The most popular pole, per 
haps, is a jointed pole, made of lanccwood. 
They can be bought as low as $2. 
They 
must to fitted witli a good reel and line, with 
a small hook. 
A liberal supply oí hooks and 
lines m ust to 
laid in. 
Hooks arc 
apt 
to catch fast in the brush and driftwood, 
and 
be 
broken 
and 
the 
lines 
lout. 
At tills season of the year the angle worm 
is almost invariably used for bait. 
Trout in 
tlie mountains arc not to be lured by flies in 
tlie month of May. 
Not until June can the 
fly to used to advantage. 
To throw a fly or 
cast bait the pole should be ato u t 10$ feet in 
length, and the line, well that depends en­ 
tirely upon how far the angler can throw. 
Unlv the practiced fisherman can throw a long 
line on the waters of a trout stream in the 
mountain. 
Some fishermen say that the line 
should he cast up stream, and allowed to float 
dowu. 
This is a good rule. 
T rout He with 
their heads up stream,and arc not likely to see 
the angler and become frightened. 
When, 
by the vibration of the pole, it is found that 
the trout is taking the bait, do not to in a 
hurry. 
W ait a few seconds. 
Then with a 
gentle twist of the wrist hank the fish. 
To learn to fish with a fly the novice should 
take lessons of the skillful angler. 
It cannot 
be taught theoretically. 
It only comes with 
long practice. 
It. is the most exhilarating 
sport. 
Bait fishing cannot be compared 
\* itli it. 
r 
Where are the streams ? 
The trout stream 
nearest this City is in the town of Olive. 
It 
is a creek called the Bushkill which comes 
down from W atson Hollow and empties into 
the Esopus at Shoban, 14 miles from this 
City. 
Trout are scarce there and it requires 
an expert fisherman to hooK them. 
Yet 
there are trout as has been ptoved by those 
who understand the nature of this coy fish. 
The creek is about six miles in length. 
It is 
bounded for the greater portion of its length 
bv the Hanover Mountain on one side and 
High Point on the other. 
A bouf two miles 
from Shokau another stream, known as 
Ketchum Hollow stream, flows into theBush- 
kill. 
It source is against the W ittenburg 
Mountain. 
It was once famous for its fish. 
\nother stream, which is reached by passing 
through the Watson Hollow Valley and then 
through the “ G ulf,” is the head of the Ron­ 
dout Creek. 
It is a romantic spot. 
The 
mouutains rise to a great height; the Creek 
runs through a deep gorge for several miles, 
and is considered by fishermen a perfect para­ 
dise for angling. 
The head of the Rondout 
has been for years a noted resort for city peo­ 
ple. 
John Burroughs considers it the most 
delightful place he ever visited. 
His de­ 
scription of it is a beautiful word painting. 
He 
says: 
“ If 
there 
ever 
was 
a 
stream 
cradled 
in 
the 
rocks, 
detained lovingly by them, held and fondled 
in a rocky lap, or tossed in rocky arms, that 
stream is the Rondout. ‘.Its course,for several 
miles from its head,is over the stratified rock, 
and into this it has worn a channel that pre­ 
sents most striking and peculiar features. 
My eyes had never before beheld such beauty 
in a mountain stream. 
The w ater was al­ 
most as transparent as the air—was, indeed, 
like liquid air; and as it lay in these wells 
aud pits, enveloped in shadow, or lit up by a 
chance ray of the vertical sun, it was a per­ 
petual feast to the eye, so cool, so deep, so 
pure; every reach and pool, like a vast 
spring. 
* 
* 
* 
If I were a trout, I should 
ascend every stream until I found the Ron 
dout. 
It is the ideal brook. 
W hat homes 
these fish liave.what retreats under the rocks, 
what paved or flagged courts and areas, what 
crystal depths where no net or snare can 
reach them, no mud, no sediment, but here 
and there, in the clefts and seams of the rock 
patches of white gravel, spawning tods ready 
made. 
The tinisiiing touch is given by the 
moss with which the rock is everywhere car­ 
peted. Even in the narrow groove or channel 
where the water runs the swiftest, the green 
lining is unbroken. 
It sweeps down under 
the stream and up again on the ot her side like 
some firmly-woven texture. 
It softens every 
outline and cushions every stone. 
The trees 
are kept well back from the m argin of the 
stream by the want of soil, and the large ones 
unite their branches far above it, thus form­ 
ing a high, winding gallery, along which the 
fisherman passes and makes his long casts 
with scarcely an interruption from branch or 
twig.” 
Descriptions of other trout streams in the 
Catskills will be printed later.

There are some 
finely-proportioned oieti in this City, and 
then, again, many ill-proportioned ones. 
Amusing n»d annoying things occur in the 
life of a tailor. One day a man with a pair 
of bow-legs, between which a Newfound­ 
land dog could easily pass, came into my 
aliop and left his measure for a pair of trou­ 
sers that would make his legs look straight. 
I knew this could not be done, but 1 made 
the trousers. The man refused to take them 
because they did not take the bow out of liis 
legs. IYuues are bard to tit.” 
The members of the Kingston City Phil­ 
harmonic Society arc being congratulated by 
lovers of music here on the progress they 
have made in chorus singing, which was so 
fully demonstrated at the recent concert.

A NEW HVDR A U Ü C SkNb-DREPGER. 
Portion* o í » Pow erful M achine, N ow B eing 
U nlit In R ondout, IHmerlbrd. 
The machinery for a hydraulic sand-dredge 
being built by MeEntec & Dillon here. 
The dredge is in the Rondout Creek, and it 
attracts attention. It is owned by E. Clia- 
quette, a Frenchman, who holds a patent 
right on it. Chaqucttc lia» tu b dredges at 
work on the Panama Canal, one in Cnlifor 
nia, and one on the Potomac River at Wash­ 
ington. 
The dreritrc that is now lieiug completed is 
100 feet in length and 30 feet in width. It 
will be furnished with a 250-horse-power en­ 
gine and two boilers, each seveu feet in diam­ 
eter and 12 feet in length, in addition to the 
large engine there will be lOsmaller ones,which 
will run different parts of the machinery. 
The plans show tiiat there are three centri­ 
fugal pumps, by which sand and mud can 
be drawn up from the bottom of a stream of 
water through flexible pipes, and elevated 
high enough to carry the stuff off a long dis­ 
tance on either side oí the dredge by means 
of a pipe. The distance that mud and sand 
can be carried by this machine is regulated 
by the power of the engine. Mud can lie 
carried a distance of two miles through pipes. 
The dredge, in course of construction, it is 
asserted, 
w ill 
have a forcing capac­ 
ity of over a mile. Another feature 
of the dredge is a cutter 
that goes 
abend of the suction and cuts and loosens the 
material at the liottom of a navigable stream 
of water, so that it can easily be taken up by 
the pumps. When at work poles, 40 feet in 
length, called stubs, with sharp iron ends, 
fore and aft of the dredge, by means of re­ 
volving wheels, are let (Town to the bottom of 
the water which hold the dredge fast. The 
suction and cutter are attached to a pivot 
which rests on the dredge and can lie moved 
from one place to another with hut ltttle de- 
lny. When a large rock is struck the cutter 
is placed near the edge of it aud a deep hole 
is dug and the rock rolled into it and covered 
up.Twelve men will be employed on the 
dredge.

THE BALD KHO BB ERS. 


lf Bald Knobism ha* not received its qui­ 
etus In Missouri, it is not becam e the fallow* 
there is lacking in terror*. 
T he men hanged 
at Ozark yesterday were good men according 
to the Missouri standard, und church m em ­ 
bers. 
They undertook to regulate tho evils 
of to d d y in much the same manner as the 
W hite Caps of Indiana. 
The organization 
had its rise in Taney county in Hie wildest 
part of Missouri, where Hie laws had been 
Im perfectly administered. 
T heir first act 
w as the lynching of Frank and Tubal T urner 
for the m urder of a whole family named 
Dickinson. 
Tho people who did this work 
callid themselves B eg u ilers, but when the 
order planted itself In the adjoining county* 
of Christian the name of “ Bald K nobbers” 
was assumed. 
Of this band Dave W alker, 
better known as " Bull Creek Dave,” one of 
the men hanged yesterday, was chosen leader. 
This 
wa* 
in 
1885. 
All 
new 
comers 
were 
invited 
to 
liecome memlx*rs 
of 
the 
order. 
and 
It 
was 
not 
a 
popular thing to docline. 
The initiation 
of a new member was a blood curdling cere 
mony, usually performed in a lonely wood or 
ravine. 
The penalty for violation of the 
oath of m ends rdiip was death, aud the grim 
determ ination of the leaders caused the oath 
to in* respected. 
T he leaders were advocates 
of religion and tem perance, and a part of 
their work was the raiding of saloons and 
the destruction of the liquors found therein. 
Dave W alker was a church exhorter and 
tem perance lecturer. 
The trouble which eventuated in the hang 
ings yesterday had a religious origin. 
O n e 
Sunday early in 18*7 John Evans was guilty 
of some misliehavior in church. 
A few 
nights afterw ards the pious Bald Knobbers 
went to Evans's house and whippet! him. 
A 
neigldior of Evans, an old man unmet! Eden*, 
interfered, ami was himself severely whipped. 
Edens afterw ards publicly denounced the Bald 
Knobbers. (in the night of March ll, 1**7, 
twenty-six members of the Imnd surrounded 
Edens' house and fired into it, killing young 
William Eden* and a brother-in-law named 
Charles Matthews and leaving .lame* Edens 
on the floor for dead 
In les* than forty- 
eight hours Chief Dave W alker, John Mat 
thews and his nephew Wiley Matthews were 
prisoners in jail, and 
William W alker, the 
son of Dave, was caught a few day* later. 
The two W alkers and the tw o Matthews 
were tried and sentenced to be hanged on tho 
18th of May. I***. 
John and 
Wiley Mat. 
thew s escaped from 
jail liefore 
the day 
fixed for their execution, hut cold and bunger 
were Phi severe for John, and he gave him 
self up. 
Counsel for the prisoners procured 
delay* of the execution until yesterday, and 
every possible argum ent and device to suve 
their lives wa* tried. 
I ’p to within forty 
eight hours of the time fixed for the hang 
ing, it was universally believed that Gov 
Francis would com m ute their sentences. 
The hseging wa* probably the most bung 
ling and cruel perform ance that ever took 
place in the name of the law. 
The fall tcrri- 
blv shocked the young man. W illiam W al­ 
ker, a liny of nineteen, but a giant in weight 
arid stature; but the rope broke, and he lay 
on the ground groaning and w rithing in pain 
and pleading for death. Ile was carrtal bick 
to the scaffold and again dropped through 
the trap and successfully hanged. 
The ropes 
with which David W alker and John Mat 
thews were hanged stretched till their feet 
touched the ground, and they were hurriedly 
pulled up and strangled to death. 
The death 
of Dave W alker was almost as horrible as 
that of his son 
W hen his feet touched 
the ground the noose a lip e d over his chin, 
but a Deputy hauled him up an 11 his body 
whirled round and round. 
About fifty per­ 
sons witnessed the revolting spectacle, and 
to-day Sheriff Johnson of Christian county 
appears to be the most unpopular man in 
Missouri. 
And yet a few hangings out of every gang 
that undertakes 
to 
regulate society 
by 
method* outside of the law would undoubted­ 
ly have a salutary effect. 
The W hite Cap* 
arc as guilty of m urder as the Bald Knob- 
lier* who jrnid this fearful penally. 
But 
when their day of retribution comes, may a 
skillful hangm an be on hand. 


SLG RO DIS FRA MCH IS FMER T. 


W illiam L. Royall of Virginia, who wishes 
to l»e elected to the next Congress, gave an 
expression of his views to a reporter yester­ 
day on the race question. 
He declared that 
if he went to Congress he would labor for 
the disfranchisem ent of the negroes at the 
South, 
lie said the white men of the North 
had Ijegun to concede that placing the ballot 
in the hands of the black man was a cruel in ­ 
justice to the while people of the South. 
All 
that was necessary, he said, was the repeal of 
the fifteenth amendm ent, and he believed 
that the South had the basis of a fair trade 
with the N orth. 
He was willing to give up 
that part of the representation of the South in 
Congress and the electoral college that wa* 
based on 
the colored population. 
The 
South 
could 
afford 
to 
make 
this 
great 
political 
sacrifice 
because 
there could never lie peace in tho* section 
while the negro remained a voter. “ It w ill,” 
he declared, “ rem ain the bad land, the Ireland 
of America for the next ten thousand years 
if the negro remains a voter that long.” 
He 
declared that the while men would never 
consent to be controlled by negroes, a practi 
cal admission that negro suffrage is to be 
suppressed at any cost. 
Mr. Oates of Alabama made the same 
proposition a year ago. 
He was willing to 
count out the negro population in apportion­ 
ing the representation. 
But to effect this the 
repeal of the fifteenth am endm ent is unneces­ 
sary. 
The fourteenth am endm ent authorizes 
Congress to do this very thing, 
bet Mr. 
ltoyall convince Congress that the negro is to 
be 
deprived 
forever of bis 
suffrage in 
spite of 
the 
fifteenth 
am endm ent, 
and 
Congress 
will 
obey 
the 
provision 
o f the fourteenth, which dem ands that “ the 
basis of representation therein shall be re­ 
duced in the proportion which the num ber of 
such male citizens shall bear to the whole 
number of male citizens tw enty one year* of 
age in the same state.” 
Mr. Royale* proposi 
lion would make some astonishing changes 
in the next apportionment, and practically 
wipe out the Democratic party in the next 
Congress. 
But before the bargain that he 
talks of is made, the colored people of the 


South will undoubtedly be consulted 
given a full hearing. 
and 


ANOTHER RASCAL MUST GO. 


The announcement comes, on authority 
which appears to be reliable, that Superin­ 
tendent of Public Buildings Andrews, who 
put up the ceiling job against the state with 
Snaith and Sullivan, has got to step down 
and out. 
Gov. Hill was the last one of the 
members of the Board of Trustees of Public 
Buildings to be convinced of his unw orthi­ 
ness; Lieutenant G overnor Jones and Speaker 
Cole have been in favor of his removal for 
some time. 
Hill has at last consented to be 
convinced by the report of the Ceiling Inves­ 
tigating Committee, aud at the m eeting of the 
Board next Tuesday Andrews will be dis­ 
missed by unanim ous vote. 
It is to be hoped 
thnt the rascally official will not then lie al­ 
lowed to go out of sight. 
Let him be 
watched a td followed until he steps behind 
the doors of the state prison for a good long 
term. 
Since he is in the practice of living 
upon the slate, this rbange in the method of 
supporting him would la* cordially approved 
by the tax payers. 
Andrews has an assistant, an Elm ira man 
and a henchman of the Governor, who sw ill 
perform the duties of the office from the time 
of Andrews’* departure till a successor is ap­ 
pointed. 
Jones, who wants to lie the next 
Governor, is cager to wrest the position from 
Hill, and will endeavor to make a bargain 
with Cole. 
But the Speaker is w ide awake 
to the advantage of his position, and will not 
vote for a Democrat. 
Jones will therefore 
bo given the alternative of leaving the office 
in Hill’s hands or uniting with Cole to elect 
a Republican. 
Cole believes that the next 
Superintendent of Public Buildings w ill be a 
Republican and an honest man.

A N€W HYDRAULIC SAh6-DREDGER. 


P o r tio n * o f a P o we r f n I M a c h in e , N ow t i r i n g 
B u i l t In K o n r io n r , D e s e r lb r d . 
The machinery for a hydraulic sand-drcdgc 
is being built bv MrEntee & Dillon here. 
The dredge is in the Bondont Creek, and it 
attracts attention. 
It is owned by E. Cha- 
quette, a Frenchman, who holds a patent 
right on it. 
Chaqueltc bn* two dredges at 
work on the Panama Canid, one in Califor 
ilia, and one on the Pbroruar River at Wash­ 
ington, 
The dredge that is now Iieiug completed is 
IRO feet in length and 30 feet in width. 
It 
will bt; furnished with a 250-horsc-power en 
ginc and two boilers, each seven feet in diam­ 
eter and 12 feet in length. 
In addition to the 
large engine there will tie IO smaller ones, w hich 
win run different parts of the machinery. 
The plans show that there are three centri 
fugal pumps, by which sand and mud can 
be drawn up from the bottom of a stream of 
water through flexible pifn-s, and elevated 
high enough to carry the stuff off u long dis­ 
tance on cither side of the dredge by means 
of a pipe. 
Tile distance that mud nnd sand 
can tie carried bv this machine is regulated 
by the power of the engine. 
Mud can lie 
carried a distance of two miles through pipes. 
Tile dredge, iii course of construction, it is 
asserted, 
will 
have 
u 
forcing capac­ 
ity 
of 
over a mile. 
Another feature 
of the dredge is a cutter 
that 
goes 
ahead of the suction and cuts nnd loosens the 
material at the liotlom of a navigable stream 
of water, so that it can easily be taken up by 
the pumps. 
When at work poles. 4b feet iii 
length, called stubs, with sharp iron ends, 
fore nnd aft of the dredge, by means of re­ 
volving w heels, nre let down to the leittom of 
the water which hold the dredge fast. 
The 
suction and m iter nre attnrhcd to a pivot 
which rests on the dredge and inn lie moved 
from one place to another with but little de­ 
lay. 
When a large rook is struck the cutter 
is placed near the edge of it and a deep bolt­ 
in dug and tin* rock rolled into it and covered 
up.
